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Board won't budge 
on teacher contract

Despite a majority vote of the 
Wilmington Teachers Association 
(WTA) to accept the amended 
successor contract offered by the 
School Committee, Committee 
members on Monday refused to 
put the issue back on the 
bargaining table. 

When School Committeemen had 
no official word from the WTA 
accepting or rejecting the 
amended three year contract in 
June, they moved to withdraw 
their offer and riffed 21 teachers. 
Last Wednesday, the WTA 
membership voted to accept the 
contract which offered five 
percent raises in the first two 
years and two four percent raises 
in the final year of the contract in 
exchange for only a two percent 
increase instead of the seven 
percent negotiated for the last 
year of the present contract. 

After their meeting that same 
night, committeemen met in 
executive session to discuss the 
contract and the legal impact and 
potential problems if they 
considered the new contract at this 
point. Another executive session 
was planned for Monday night. 
Instead, committee members opted 
to conduct an open meeting on 
the contract. That meeting lasted 
for two and a half hours. 

On Monday, the board voted 
four to three to reject a motion 
made by Phil Fenton to accept the 
contract without two last minute 
additions exempting it from town 


meeting appropriations and 
guaranteeing no layoffs. Part of 
the motion asked the WTA to 
agree to drop its litigation on 
teacher layoffs and meet with the 
committee to renegotiate the 
Reduction in Force (RIF) policy 
spelled out in the contact. Dr. 
Shirley Callan, Bob Peterson, Peg 
Kane, and Andrea Paglia voted to 
reject the motion, According to 
Supt. William Fay, Peterson 
wanted to sce something in 
writing affirming that the WTA 
would settle grievances and 
discuss the RIF policy. Fay was 
instructed to tell the WTA the 
board refused to put the offer 
back on the table. Fay told this 
paper WTA President John Wood 
was informed of the decision 
Tueday and will discuss the matter 


with his executive board. 

Fay held out a slim hope that 
agreement could still be reached 
on the contract. 

"The school committee, in my 
opinion didn't totally slam the 
door," he said. 

Dr. Callan took an opposing 
view. She told this paper it was 
time to "stop trying to make a bad 
apple good" and, instead,"get back 
to the business of education. Dr. 
Callan maintained since 10 of the 
riffed teachers were “specialists,” 
bringing back the teachers laid 
off this summer wouldn't do much 
to reduce class sizes. In addition, 
she pointed out talks would soon 
begin on a new teachers’ contract. 
The current contract reportedly 
expires August 31.

Concord Street project 
denied by D.E.P. order

The State Department of 


, Environmental Protection (DEP) 


last month upheld a decision of the 
Wilmington Conservation Com- 
mission. That decision was to 
deny an order of conditions for a 
commercial building being pro- 
posed for a 5.75 acre site off 
Concord, Street. The site is 
currently in a residential zone. 
Proponents Edward McLaugh- 
lin, trustee of ETM Realty Trust, 
and his engineer Erich Nitzsche 
came before the board last 
December with a plan to build a 
commercial building and parking 
lot. Commissioners voiced con- 
cerns about impacts to wildlife 
habitat, nearby wetlands, ana 
Lubbers Brook; possible ground- 
water contamination; and drainage 
and runoff problems. The board 
voted to deny an order of condi- 
tions for the project in March.

Nitzsche filed an appeal to DEP 
on behalf of McLaughlin on April 
4, On August 20, DEP issued a 
superseding Order of Conditions 
which also denied the project. 
This means the applicant cannot 
do any work in areas subject to 
the Wetlands Protection Act. In 
his letter to Nitzsche, DEP Re- 
gional Engineer Sabin Lord Jr. 
said he agreed with the commis- 
sion that there is a-lack of ‘infor- 
mation on the septic system leach 
field and entire site drainage, in 
particular. 

"The department -is of the 
opinion that the Wilmington Con- 
servation Commission was not 
provided with sufficient informa- 
tion to permit this project, and 
further that said Commission was 
thusly justified in denying the 
project,” said Lord. 

In a letter dated September 4, 
Nitzsche requested an adjudicatory 
hearing before DEP. He disagreed 
with the contention that there was 
a lack of information. 

"The Denial Order of Conditions 
is not specific enough in the 
request for additional data for the 
applicant to know what to submit. 
It is the applicant's position that 
the data provided was misin- 
terpreted and/or ignored,” he said.

The historic Scalekeeper's Cot- 
tage has found a temporary home 
on town owned land between the 
Congregational Church and the 
Tree Department building on 
Middlesex Avenue, The building 
is in the town's old cemetery, in 
which the newest grave is nearly 
200 years old. DPW Supt. Bob 
Palmer said he had checked to 
make sure that the building was 
not placed on any old graves. 

DPW employees set a foundation 
of granite curb slabs for the 
building 

The site is located in the Wil- 
mington Center Village Historic 
District. It was formerly located 
at 9 Glen Rd., next to the old town 
pound, said to be one of three 
such pounds remaining in the 
state. . 

The cottage was supposedly used 
for storage of weights and records 
for the town scale, which was 
located on Middlesex Avenue at 
the corner of Glen Road. 

At the time the old Congre- 
gational Church bummed in 1864, 
the town records were stored in 
the cottage. 

The cottage was sold by the town 
for $85 in 1911. 

The cottage was donated -by 
Douglas and Lori Stewart and was 
moved Friday from their newly 
purchased property on Glen Road 
by the local department of public 
works. Members of the histori 
commission had hoped that the 
160 year old, structure wouldn't 
have to be moved in order to 
more fully retain its historical 
integrity. Now the Commission 
will investigate other potential 
sites for the building and make a 
recommendation to the board of 
selectmen.

Housing authority to address 
priority items at Deming Way

To insure that safety issues and 
maintenance problems at Deming 
Way get addressed in a timely 
fashion, members of the 
Wilmington Housing Authority 
voted Thursday to approve a 
working list of 20 prioritized 
items. The list. was drawn up by 
new Chairman Tom Siracusa after 
conferring with tenants in the 
elderly housing development as to 
their concerns, 

Issues on the list deal with stop 
signs at crossroads, posting fire 
evacuation procedures, installing a 
dumb waiter in the newest 
building, and having the director 
cover the office from 9 a.m. to 1 
p.m., among other things. Siracusa 
suggested the board addressed five 


items each month, starting with 
those having the highest priority. 
He said issues shquidn't be dropped 
unless there was a resolution or the 
board decides to forego an item. 

"Issues will not be dropped 
anymore. We're going to start 
working together and resolve 
problems at Deming Way,": 
Siracusa said. 

Michael Donovan said the list was 
"excellent." . However, he ex- 
plained, many of the items are 
maintenance problems whith 
should have been addressed in the 
past and which fall under the 
jurisdiction of the executive 
director. Donovan asked Siracusa 
to change the priority on 
Belmore's office hours to "high." 


_ He said, many times, tenants and 


others cannot reach Belmore 
between 9 a.m. and 1 p.m. 

"There's very few times there's 
no coverage from 9 to 1," 
countered the director saying, in 
her absence, residents and 
prospective tenants can leave a 
mesSage with her answering 
service, 

New member Al Meegan urged 
the board to address safety issues 
first. His main concern, he added, 
was installing lights at the rear of 
the new common building. Dan 
Gillis suggested adding another 
item: to install an elevator so 
tenants can more easily-access the 
second floor of the new building.

Town applies for $700,000 grant

An application for a Small Cities 
Grant in. the amount. of $700,000 
received the unanimous support of 
Wilmington Selectmen Monday 
night. Selectrhen favored the 
town's application for funds to 
create an unemployment assistance 
program, to rehabilitate homes and 
create housing for low to moderate 
income families, and to develop a 
recreation area in the Silver Lake 
neighborhood. 

Assistant Town Manager Jeff 
Hull and Planning Board Director 
Lynn Duncan have _ been 
spearheading the effort to win one 
of 40 money awards to 
Massachusetts town. Duncan told 
selectmen she was. "cautiously 


optimistic" that the town would 
receive all.or-part of the. money 
requested, 

If Wilmington is chosen as one of 
the recipients, said Hull, one of the 
first moves would be to create a 
Citizens Advisory Committee to 
oversee development of the 
recreation area. Also, the town 
would establish four salaried 
positions to put the 12 to 15 month 
small cities program into effect. 

The new positions would be a 
program director to administer the 
program and report progress to the 
State, a housing rehab specialist to 
prepare specs for the 25 homes that 
would be transformed, and a 
secretary to handle paperwork and 


answer residents’ inquiries. In 
addition to the three full time 
positions, a part time job counselor 
skilled in recruiting and job 
placement would be hired. Duncan 
explained all four employees 
should be hired on a contractual 
basis and not considered town 
employees. 

Duncan informed selectmen the 
town has revised the application as 
a result of input at a public hearing 
in August. One addition is the 
inclusion of $15,000 for a mental 
health component to help residents 
cope with unemployment. Hull 
added he anticipates another public 
hearing will be held on the 
recreation component alone,

A local developer will be 
ordered to clean out old tires in the 
banks of a brook in the vicinity of 
the Wildcat railroad tracks 
between Main and Clark Streets by 
the Wilmington Board of Health. 
The developer, Peter

about 50 tires in the brook itself by 
order of the Conservation 
Commission. However, 
commissioners stopped short of 
issuing an enforcement order to 


clean out all tires on the site, They 
said they feared equipment brought 
in to remove the tires might 
damage the buffer zone and banks 
of the brook. 

At Monday's board of health 
meeting, Health Director Greg 
Erickson noted the commission 
didn't go far enough in getting the 
tires out of the wetlands. 

"They should have been 
removed. We have an obligation to 
the public to enforce it," he said. 
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Erickson said, since this was an 
illegal dumping of tires, his board 
could issue an enforcement order 
to DeGennaro and the Presidential 
Development Corp. under solid 
waste regulations. Erickson added 
that once the order is issued, 
DeGennaro would have to file with 
the Conservation Commission 
because he would be working in 
wetlands.

Board Chairman Dr. Jim 
Ficociello and Health Director 
Greg Erickson also affirmed the 
odors were “very noticeable.” 
Erickson noted he had received an 
increased number of complaints 
from neighbors, Ficociello asked 
Raffi and other representatives for 
a plan of action to be brought to 
their next board meeting. 

"This is something we are going 
to pursue,” he said. 

Company vice president Walter 
Greeley admitted that "in our zeal 
to do things, we may have created 
new problems." He said the prob- 
lem had been discussed with ICI 
Resins, another plant which had 
odor complaints, and now his firm 
was going back to the beginning to 
thoroughly investigate the prob- 
lem. 


School choice 
_plan rejected

‘community. Board member John 
DeMarco pointed out a school 
would be reimbursed only if the 

‘funds were available. 
Supt. William Fay recommended 


that the Wilmington system not 
join the program, 

"This is a plan that was thrust 
upon us without a great deal of 
thought and planning," he said. Fay 
added that school choice was 
originally meant to be a pilot 
program and now there were more 
questions than answers. 

"I don't think we have a lot of 
space to sell,” noted Bob Peterson 
as he drew attention to one of the 
board's main objections, Fay added 
additional space is only available at 
the high school, and even there 
classes are large. 

Dr. Shirley Callan said the 
program could be considered 
discriminatory since no transpor- 
tation is provided and only those 
who could obtain transportation 
could choose to participate. 

"By adopting this I don't think 
we'd be doitig ourselves a favor," 
summed up Phil Fenton.

Conservation Commission 
Chairman Dennis Poltrino sought 
last Wednesday to justify his ear- 
lier action in trying and failing to 
reopen a hearing on the Northeast 
Interceptor Sewer Project.

"It was my fault. I thought con- 
cerned parties included the public

Chabot told the Town Crier. 


An angry Poltrino told this 
paper he felt he had the support of 
a majority of his board in seeking 
to reopen the hearing. He said 
beforehand he contacted alt 
members except Tom Rousell, 
who he couldn't reach, and also 
discussed the legalities with the 
town manager and Town Counsel 
Alan Altman. Altman apparently 
gave Poltrino the nod to try to 
reopen the closed hearing. 

"I wouldn't have called the 
meeting if I didn't have the vote," 
the chairman said. 

Poltrino accused his board of 
“stabbing me in the back" during 
the meeting two weeks ago when 
they refused to support his re- 
quest. He explained all members 
said they had concerns about the 
project and had hoped for a 
chance to discuss the order of 
conditions further,

Both the Shawshcen and Woburn 
Street Schools end their day at 
2:30 p.m. Amber said she hoped 
the change in school hours wasn't 
a "ploy" to force working parents 
to place their children in the 
newly created extended day care 
program at the Wildwood School.

Chairman Aldo 
Caira suggested putting her child 
in the expanded day care program 
for only an hour in the afternoon, 
Amber replied she was on a tight 
budget and the day care doesn't 
allow for a sliding fee. Peggy 
Kane suggested the local Pacs set 
up a babysitting cooperative to. 
cover children for a half hour, 

"It's unfortunate, in all these 
programs, someone, somewhere 
falls through the crac! ¢ said. 

Another suggestion was to ask 
teenagers in the preschool or peer 
leadership programs to help with 
babysitting in the afternoon. 

Phil Fenton pointed out the 
school's main concern is safety 
and transportation and, with the 
new hours, more youngsters are 
being accommodated on the buses.

Middlesex County Register of Probate Donna Lambert (R), 
who shocked the old-boy county establishment last November in 
her upset win, is battling the cronies in her recent efforts to 
reform the antiquated registry, which is the third largest 
probate office in the United States. 

The register is the clerk of the probate court, responsible for 
administrative matters for domestic violence cases, wills, 
divorces and other legal matters. 

Lambert, a grandmother and political neophyte who rode the 
waive of Republican popularity better than any last year — 
spending a mere $300 to gain a six year term and $57,000 a 
year post — secured a blockbuster deal with Kodak 
Corporation last month to improve registry services. Kodak 
agreed to provide $70,000 a year in free copying equipment, 
replacing copiers that are either antique or broken all together. 

But an ironic controversy has developed as Lambert's private 
sector partnership has been attacked by Anthony Nisi, chief 
administrator for the probate courts, and Judge Aurthur Mason, 
the man who controls the purse strings for the judiciary and 
whose approval is requisite for receiving private donations. 

Mason will not allow Lambert to receive the Kodak 
equipment. Many attribute this to His Honor's perpetual efforts 
to make life as difficult as possible for Lambert, the first 
Republican Register in about 50 years. 

Lambert arrived on the county scene in January, taking the 
oath in the rotunda of the probate building in Cambridge amidst 
shell shocked faces. There was Tom Larkin, ex-register, 
appointed by Governor Dukakis and convinced that his election 
in November would be a mere formality. After all, county 
incumbents never get beaten, at least not before the 1990 
election, Then there was the county mob, Clerk Sullivan and his 
generations of county workers whose jobs had been inherited, 
passed down from one generation to the next. 

This grandmother from, Natick, Donna Lambert, a 
heretofore unemployed data entry operator, did not appear to be 
ready to play ball as she raised her right hand to take the oath 
and begin her six-year term, courtesy of a fed-up electorate. 

Predictions proved correct as the gregarious Lambert moved 
to cut the waste. Her first test was trying to fire an employee 
who held dear the notion that the work day begins at 10:00, and 
not before. Lambert then discovered the power of the county 
unions and the well-connected, 

The Register's battles with Judge Mason began when His 
Honor tried to cut Lambert's salary by $9,000 the week she 
assumed office. Lambert had to retain Tom Mason, a 
prominent Republican attorney, to correct her paycheck. Judge 
Mason's pettiness didn't stop at payroll, as the all powerful 
administrative justice took away Lambert's assigned parking 
space. In county government that's a real slap in the face. Fool 
with my salary, that's one thing. The parking space, that's a 
declaration of war. 

But Lambert, hardly one to roll over, went toe-to-toe with 
His Honor again and came out on top. 

The freshman register is just the type of elected official the 
voters have been waiting for. Like her party and its governor, 
she's made private sector partnerships a key to survival in 
budget reduction times, Lambert was able to recieve free 
photography equipment from Polaroid and considered Kodak 
another ripe prospect. The only cost for the state in receiving 
the new copying machines is the electricity to run them 

The fundamental problem here is that the judges are 
preventing Lambert from running the court operations, which is 
exactly what the people elected Lambert to do. Lambert is not 
allowed to retain.any funds and can't even hire people, in spite 
of a dire need for Spanish translators to serve the Hispanic

community. More seriously, there is not sufficient staff to issue 
temporary restraining orders on domestic violence cases. And 
now, with judicial reform before the Legislature judges are 
actually trying to get additional powers. 

What should happen is a transfer of power to the register, 
the only person accountable to the public, who can run her 
office the way she sees fit and under public scrutiny. 

Briefly in politics ... 

Members of the Tewksbury Planning Board are fuming 
following Monday night's meeting in which a hearing had to be 
cancelled mid-stream at the behest of Selectman Tom Camara. 
Towards the tail-end of the meeting Camara took the floor and 
noted a typographical error in the posting of the mecting date. 
Residents on hand for discussion of the Herb Chambers 
dealership issue apparently wasted their evening as Camara's 
challenge forced the hearing to be postponed to next month. 
The meeting had been posted in August, and some planning 
board members were overheard to question Camara's 
motivations. "I would’ have appreciated the professional 
protocol of a telephone call the day of the meeting... that 
there was a technical flaw in the legal notice, because that 
responsiblity is mine," said Planning Director Sean Sullivan. 

Also of note, the attorney representing the Chambers 
dealership proposal was School Committeeman Rick O'Neil, 
Esq. 

Governor William F, Weld's veto of the section in the 
state budget providing state workers with 90 percent: of their 
health premiums was overriden by the Legislature last week. 
However, Representatives Marianne Brenton (R) and Rob 
Krekorian (R) sided with the Governor, supporting the veto 
and the concept that state workers should share a higher 
percentage of costs. Rep. Jim Miceli (D) voted with the 
Democratic majority in favor of override. 

Rep. Marianne Brenton said, “Instead of taxpayers 
subsidizing 90 percent of premiums, I feel 75 percent was fairer 
and more economical in these times." 

The entire senate went for override, with the Administration 
now left with the task of finding another way to save $45 
million in health insurance costs for state employees. "I had 
made a committment to state employees that I would not vote to 
change their monthly premium from 10 to 25 percent. This 
seemed grossly unfair in light of their not receiving pay rasies 
for four years and also their getting furloughed during the 
spring", said State Senator Bob Buell (R). 

It was beginning to look like a great hockey season for the 
"Great Gretzky" of the State Senate, Wilmington's man in the 
upper house, Sen. Bob Buell. But last week at the Skating 
Club of Boston Buell's luck ran dry as he suffered two fractures 
of the patella, just under the knee, throwing him on waivers 
(and crutches) for about three months. "What really hurts me is 
I had made the opening goal against Ron DeGregorio, one of the 
best goalics around. I thought I was off to a great season," said 
Buell. 

Congressman Edward J. Markey made a rare appearance 
in the District last week and one his constituents made note of it. 
Convening an informational meeting at Tewksbury Town Hall 
for local officials, followed by a mecting with the public, 
Markey was lambasted by Tewksbury School Committeeman 
Rick O'Neil. O'Neil brought the congressman to task for 
blaming municipal problems on the Republican administration 
in Washington, reminding Markey that his own party. has 
controlled the Congress for years. 

Is O'Neil developing some Republican leanings? One week 
prior at a selectmens' meeting the school committeeman 
registered disappointment with State Senator Patricia 
McGovern's voting record on local aid and taxes.

The move in Tewksbury to eliminate builders and developers 
from boards regulating building missed a target on Tuesday night. 
But then, Bill Hallisey was a poor target. 

Selectman Tom Camara was elected two years ago on a theme of 
getting the builders out of government. There were people on the 
Board of Appeals who were too connected to local builders to 
provide the independent voice which a regulatory body needs. 

The town went through quite an upheaval, with many people being 
bumped from the appeals board, and the board being downsized. 
There was talk of an FBI investigation, but no indictments ever 
came of the investigation. With federal indictments, you never 
know. They could be right around the corner, but the feds say 
nothing until they're handed down. 

Last year’s election was a bust for the incumbents. Even nice guys 
like Charlie Coldwell found themselves on the losing end of the 
ticket. Charlie did nothing wrong, other than being an incumbent in 
an anti-incumbent year. But some of the old guard remained on 
other boards. If there is a face that you could associate with "old 
guard" in Tewksbury, it is Bill Hallisey, Hallisey served on the 
Board of Selectmen for a dozen years, and has now been on the 
Conservation Commission for two years. 

Tremendously popular, Hallisey is less a builder than a business- 
man. He owned a machine shop for many years, and now is the 
manager of the Tewksbury VFW Hall. In positions such as these, 
Hallisey has developed business associations and friendships with a 
large number of people. 

Camara therefore saw him as a person connected with the builders 
and therefore unqualified to serve on the Conservation Commission. 
Hallisey's seat on the concom came up in July, and he was 
reappointed. Camara, though, tried to make an issue of Hallisey's 
real estate dealings in recent years, and of the fact that he did not 
fill out an application for the concom position, The Tewksbury 
selectmen invited Hallisey in for a "discussion" on Tuesday night. 
Never declared as a hearing, the "discussion" was a big win for 
Hallisey. 

The hall was crowded, and many of Hallisey's friends were there, 
as were his wife and daughter. Hallisey let it be known that he 
wasn't going to sit still for any personal abuse. He blasted back at 
Camara with counter-charges, The crowd cheered as Hallisey told 
Camara, "You're lucky I don't sit on this board. You wouldn't get 
away with half of what you've been doing!" 

Hallisey defended his real estate dealings and the application 
process by which he was reappointed to the concom. The fact that 
he had-not filled out an application was the selectmen's fault, not 
his. He was never given an application. 

When a vote was taken to end the matter and send a letter of 
apology to Hallisey, Camara was the lone dissenter. Ann Looney 
abstained, } 

Camara may still have a following, but his standing took a severe 
beating on Tuesday night.

the sewer. 

One would like to think that in a 
democratic society, individuals and 
groups would be able to challenge 
the wisdom of certain actions by 
town boards without being 
subjected to the kind of devaluing 
that was evident in the editorial. _ 

With due respect to the expertise 
of "highly qualified engineers” 
who specialize in designing 
sewers, the environmental impacts 
of such a project should also be of 


prime concern to the town. 
Because of serious problems in 
many communities resulting from 
the lack of attention to the 
environmental consequences of 
unwise development decisions in 
the past, it is necessary for citizens 
to become informed about these 
issucs and to ensure that 
environmental factors be fully 
considered in any project of this 
magnitude. 

It is my understanding that the 
people who are questioning the 
proposed project are not 
questioning the need to sewer 
industrial areas in the town because 
of the potential danger to water 
supplies from industrial wastes. 
They do have grave concerns, 
however, about the route that has 
been chosen for the sewer through 
wetlands and zones of contribution 
to town wellficlds. 

And although statements have 
been made at public hearings that 
there is no danger to the wellficlds, 
it is doubtful that anyone could or 
would guarantee that the potential 
for contamination of water 
supplies from sewer line breaks in 
these areas is non-existent. 

There is a need, therefore; to 
respect differences of opinion on 
this issue and to ensure that 
decisions that are made now 
provide maximum protection for 
the town's water supply.

We are secing 
fully orange pumpkins at-country 
farmstands already, and we have 
not come close to flirting with a 
frost. 

The question of maturity has been 
put to this gardener several times 
in the last week or so, relative to 
pumpkins and squash. M.R. of 
Wilmington called the other night. 
She has several butternut squash in 
her garden looking for all the 
world as though they are ripe unto 
harvest. A long time gardener, 
M.R. could not quickly accom- 
modate the idea of harvesting her 
butternuts before late September. 
"My great uncle in Maine," she 
said, “insists that you shouldn't 
bring in the winter squash until the 
plants have been touched by a 
frost." 1 would argue the point. 

Our butternut and acorn squash 
are ready to be picked. Farmstands 
and supermarkets have been selling 
this year's crop for 10 days now, 
and there is no evidence that these 
fruits are not fully mature. So 
don't hesitate - your squash is 
ready for baking now. 

On the subject of pumpkins; when 
a pumpkin is even partially orange, 
it can be harvested. Half green,

Dear Larz: 

I was extremely disappointed 
with your editorial in the 
September 4 issue of the Town 
Crier on the timing of ~the 
Northeast Interceptor sewer 
project. The construction of this 
sewer project is a very large and 
complicated undertaking. While it 
is true that it will ultimately 
provide increased protection for 
our groundwater from nitrate 
loading once completed. The 
proposed routing of the sewer will 
have a very large and immediate 
negative environmental impact on 
vast areas of our local wetlands 
during construction. A project of 
this magnitude deserves and in fact 
requires close scrutiny. 

I have been to all of the 
conservation commission public 
hearings on this project I was 
apprised of and was also in 
attendance at the town meeting 
when it was first brought before 
the town for approval. The more I 
have learned about this project the 
less convinced I am that it has been 
planned well and impartially by 
our town officials.

I 
personally object to being 
informed that I have "no 
understanding or qualifications" to 
participate in voicing my 
environmental concern and 
reservations I have over this 
project as proposed. I have a 
degree in geology and presently 
earn a living as a hydrogeologist. 
But then the way our good old boy 
town political system operates I 
suppose it's just standard operating 
procedure. I'm not crying sour 
grapes in raising the word 
nepotism, but I also believe our 
town manager used poor judgment 
in appointing the Water 
Commissioner's daughter to a 
position on the Conservation 
Commission at a time when her 
father was trying to receive 
approval for this sewer project. I 
admit that I did have an application 
in for a position on the 
Conservation Commission but I 
should not have been naive enough 
to think that a hydrogeologist was 
qualified to serve on the 
commission, or even receive an 
interview when there was an office 
manager available. 

I recently participated in the 
denial to a local developer the 
chance to build along Concord 
Street in a wet land. The 
Conservation Commission denied 
the project and the Massachusetts 
DEP supported the decision after 
the developer and his engineer 
appealed the denial.I got from this 
experience an opportunity to see 
how the Conservation Commission 
is supposed to operate. There were 
numerous continuances.I believe 


that the leadership of the 
Conservation Commission bowed 
to political pressure from the 
water and sewer commission 
chairman and the town manager to 
green light this sewer project as 
quickly as possible. As an example, 
the filibuster public hearing on 
August 7 which did not end until 
early August 8 when the hearing 
was closed before all the facts were 
in. I believe this to be one of the 
underlying reasons that 
Mr.Poltrino attempted to reopen 
the public hearing. What I perceive 
to be back room politicking over 
this project has been disgraceful. 
While Eileen Chabot did an 
excellent job on the order of 
conditions, the continued question 
of route selection based on the 
“written in stone" master sewer 
plan which has been altered several 
times and the political monetary 


considerations encroaching into the ‘ 


project have I'm afraid destroyed 
my faith in our local town officials 
to proceed on this project. I feel 
that there needs to be a supervision 
by the State. This opinion 
originates in may concern for the 
local wetlands, not from a "total 
disregard for the environment" as 
you and Mr. Smith want to tell me. 
But then again in Mr. Smith's case, 
I suppose I should expect it from a 
man who publicly attacks the 
importance of red maple trees to 
our local wetlands.

Individuals 45 years of age and 
older who have been eking out a 
marginal existence on $343 per 
month are going to lose that $343 if 
they have a poor work history. For 
most, this is because they are 
unable to work. They are living in 
single rooms in poverty more 
profound than most of us can even 
imagine. In all probability these 
men and women will now become 
homeless as a result of this loss. 

Employment and training 
programs that prepare welfare 
recipients to join the work force 
are being eliminated at a time when 
unemployment in the state is now at 
nine percent, Reductions in health 
care and drastic cutbacks in 
mental health services for the poor 
are being implemented. 

The problem these cutbacks will 
create in the long run will cost far 
more in human suffering and 
ultimately taxpayers’ dollars than 
we can imagine. 

We are all hurting as the 
economy continues to make it 
necessary for us to stretch 
whatever money we have. It is the 
Tesponsibility of the administration 
to find ways to balance the budget 
by cutting waste and combating 
corruption in government. 
Balancing the budget at the expense 
of the weakest and most vulnerable 
in our society is unconscionable.

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Dear Larz: 

Your editorial, Sept. 4 on the 
sqwer, was interesting but not 
enlightening. May I suggest you 
further become acquainted with 
DEP's regulations for 
groundwater protection. 

Their main objective questions 
they ask to be answered are: 

- Is the project proposed within a 
protected area? 

- What impacts to wellhead / 
groundwater resources may result 
from the physical construction of 
the proposed project? 

- What primary or accessory uses 
are associated with the project that 
may have the potential to impact 
groundwater resources? 

No doubt from the tone of your 
editorial you feel that these 
questions have been adequately 
answered? But, when in fact 
answers given by Water & Sewer 
and your paper both have only 
raised more questions. 

Both you and the Chairman of 
Water & Sewer claim the 1954 
Master Sewer plan is *"Cast in 
Stone" and is to be used. Yet in the 
1958 plan drawn up by Whitman & 
Howard it showed the sewer after 
its coming from Park Sweet it 
going down Woburn Street to 
Concord Street. Not across 
country through Marcia Road and 
wetlands as it is. In fact Fordham 
Road is not yet even shown on that 
Master Sewer plan drawing. 

Now let's take DEP's first 
question. "Is the project proposed 
within a protected area?" Yes it is, 
in Zone II of the Barrows 
wellfield. Now DEP regulations as 
told me by DEP, Division of Public 
Water Supply, stress the keeping of 
sewers Out of these areas if at all 
possible. 

But what is planned? Not only 
gravity sewers but also a forced 
main line carrying the industrial 
waste sewage from Fordham Road 
through the Zone II area of the 
Barrows wellfietd. If it was only a 
gravity main it would drain 
groundwater out, but a forced 
main? A force main can force out 
their industrial sewage into the 
groundwater, This is a source then 
for contamination. 

Answers to questions on this 
aspect given by Water & Sewers 
ehgincers, "It will be built like a 
water main under pressure." It's 
well understood that water mains 
leak and yes even small leaks are 
acceptable, It’s only after a road 
collapses or one sees water rushing 
out of the ground that something 
is done. What will Wilmington's 
residents have to do, wait until the 
Barrows wellficld is polluted with 
industrial sewage first? 

If the only alternative is a forced 
main through Zone II then have 
this section built with a double 
walled construction in order that 
the outer wall contain a gravity 
sewer line with a built in monitor 
system to detect any leakage that 


can occur. I gather this might be a 
first, but protection of ground- 
water should come first. 

What this double walled 
construction might cost I don't 
know. But cost should not be a 
factor or a gamble when it comes 
to protection of Wilmington's 
groundwater Zone II areas. All 


precautions should be taken. 

Maybe one should even consider 
an alternate route? Put the gravity 
sewer line in on Fordham, and at 
the same time the forced main in 
the same ditch. This brings it out of 
the state designated radius for Zone 
Il. Put the pumping station on the 
end of the gravity line and pump 
the industrial sewage back to 
Concord Street? 

The 1958 Whitman & Howard 
Master sewer plan shows a gravity 
line from the North Reading line 
down Concord to intersect with 
Woburn then continuing along 
Concord over to, the B&M track. 
With doing the sewering of 
Fordham Road this way it will take 
care of Fordham Road and GE's 
money. It then would not be 
necessary to go up Lubbers Brook 
and past your old office location 
You might be against this because 
it will make your property less 
valuable? 

There is another very important 
issue that I believe still needs to be 
answered. It was in IEPs' report, 
handed in by Chairman Arthur 
Smith of Water and Sewer at the 
Conservation Commission public 
hearing. Report entitled "Impact of 
Sewering on Wilmington's 
Aquifer." I suggest you read the 
second page, paragraph five. This 
concerns the main issue you 
brought up in the Sept. 4 editorial, 
with Arthur Smith pointing out 
dangers of loading soil and 
groundwater with nitrates in 
Wilmington. 

IEP report reads about the sewer, 
Quote: "as the town grows towards 
full development, there will be an 
increase in the nitrogen level in its’ 
groundwater as a result of 
additional septic system (although 
it would remain within — safe 
drinking water standards.) IEP's 
nutrient loading study documents 
this at page 43, Maybe you can 
explain the difference. Is Mr. 
Smith the expert and IEP is not? 

To not have answers to all the 
questions, even the question. "Is it 
even necessary to have the Park 
Street area sewered and if so why?" 
To put a’burden of cost on these 
people when it might not even be 
necessary, using what you had as 
your final say in your editorial. 
“would be a shameless exploitation 
of democracy.” 

A large project with such long 
lasting effects on the Town of 
Wilmington needs to be thoroughly 
studied. One could not hurry to 
chase a $1,000,000 from GE at the 
expense of who knows what now 
and costs it may bring in the future. 

Mr. Editor, people are not 
against sewers, but for sewers that 
will not harm other aspects of the 
community. I understand that the 
reason Mr. Smith wanted the 
Conservation Commission hearing 
reopened was because the 
Commissions Order of Conditions 
where felt to be too stringent. It 
might be that they are not stringent 
enough. The Chairman of 
Conservation, Mr. Poltrino along 
with his co-chairman have both 
said the protection of groundwater 
is of the Water & Sewer 
Commission responsibility first. 

I might agree with them if the 
Water & Sewer Commission

Bread of Life program offers homeless a mo 


This former Wakefield resident 
said the feeding program - which 
offers dinners to anyone who 
needs them from Tuesday through 
Friday evenings - began about 11 
years ago as a pot luck supper for 
families involved in the parish 
school. Feagley said all that 
changed when two men wandered 
in and explained they had not 
eaten in a couple of days. "They 
smelled the food and asked if they 
could be fed. They were made 
welcome and they came back the 
following week and the following 
weck and eventually started 
telling others," he stated. 

Feagley was quick to point out 
the irony in the situation. "The 
parish did not make a deliberate 
decision to serve mankind in this 
area. They did not identify the 
problem and decide to do some- 
thing about it, the problem came 
to them. The beauty of it is they 
didn't throw them out. 

“Over time it grew to the point 
where they made a decision to 
make it a set menu one night a 
week instead of a pot luck supper. 
It then became called Saint Paul's 
Feeding Program." 

Thanks to those two hungry 
men, that one dinner snowballed 
into the Bread of Life, an organi- 
zation now run by volunteers 
from 24 area churches, syna- 
gogues and schools. On a yearly 


basis, the program serves 36,000 
hot meals, distributes 5,000 meals 
through an emergency pantry and 
provides an additional 1,000 
meals to other area programs. 
Bread of Life distributes donated 
clothing; blankets, footwear and 
housewares, has an outreach min- 
istry for youths, offers individual 
and spiritual support as well as 
advocacy. A van transportation 
program brings families stranded 
at welfare hotels into the dinners 
and to counselling groups. There 
is even an open arts studio on 
Friday afternoons. 

It is stressed that these pro- 
grams are not just for the home- 
less, but for that growing number 
of families who find themselves 
with more month than paycheck. 
Though Bread of Life is located in 
an Episcopalian Parish, it is ecu- 
menical and non-denominational. 
Feagley said that spiritual guid- 
ance is certainly available, but he 
made it clear that religion is never 
crammed down client's throats, 
only dinners. 

Feagley, who has a bachelor's 
degree in social work and master's 
in Educational Counseling and 
Psychology, was working at a 
local mental health clinic nearly 
seven years ago when several 
patients mentioned the feeding 
program at St. Paul's. He ambled 
over to check it out and never left.

Ironically, it was about that time 
Feagley found himself homeless. 

The lean man said he found 
“much comfort in being a part of 
an effort to feed people who were 
hungry and homeless, and in more 
desperate straights than I. It was a 
way of sustaining and putting my 
situation into a much better and 
healthier perspective. I never felt 
really despondent about it.” 

Feagley, who is in his mid-for- 
ties, said he slept in attics, base- 
ments, on friends’ couches, did a 
stint as a housesitter, slept in his 
truck and even on the floor of his 
office. "I never made it to the 
street. I was cule enough so peo- 
ple rescued me," he said with a 
laugh, 

Eventually laid off from the 
clinic, Feagley was offered a part- 
time job at Bread of Life. He took 
over as project coordinator about 
five years ago. After all that time, 
he said he can rattle off hundreds 
of examples pf clients who have 
been guided to shelters, hooked 
up with social services and gener- 
ally saved from falling through 
the cracks. He also admitted that 
"not everything is upbeat. I'd be 
lying if I said I didn't believe there

little to no substantial hope. 

“But, I think I'd be cheating 
me, if not them, if we did not 
make the effort to provide at least 
an opportunity. We get some real- 
ly tragic cases. Often there are 
families who have gone through 
eviction, lost all their belongings, 
wound up in a welfare hotel, a 
shelter, back to a hotel. Each time 
they are bounced around they lose 
some other piece of their dignity, 
their faith. their confidence.” 

Feagley sighed when reporting 
that the biggest problem these 
days is funding, or lack there of. 
Government grants, which provid- 
ed much of the program's funding 
in the past, have been cut by over 
one-third in the past year, with 
more severe cutbacks pending. At 
the same time, the number of peo- 
ple secking help has risen by 
about 25% in the last year. 

"We are scrambling to keep the 
programs healthy. We've exhaust- 
ed all the resources we previously 
had available to us. We've been 
working very hard in the past year 
to come up with new ways to 
raise funds." Feagley cited a 
social being held on September 11 
at Anthony's Restaurant at Canal

Street, Malden, as one such exam- 
ple. Another benefit is in the 
works for late October and he is 
always chasing down other grants. 

“When we translate these mas- 
sive funding cut-backs into every- 
day terms,” Feagley said, “it 
means we're packing half-empty 
bags of groceries for people 
(mostly women and children) des- 
perately in need of food. It also 
means we have fewer resources 
available to us as we try to aid 
people in need of shelter, coun- 
selling or employment." 

But Feagley said his three- 
member staff, as well as small 
army of volunteers, have banded 
together to keep the programs 
alive and healthy. "I try not to get 
crazy about it," he admitted. 
“Everything usually works out in 
the end." 

A grin creeped over his face as 
Feagley added that folks interest- 
ed in checking out the programs 
are invited to, "come on down. 
And if they want to bring canned 
goods, money or donate a little 
time, well all the better."

Health talk for young athletes 


Dr. Joel Solomon won't be 
competing in any sporting events 
this fall, But he won't be sitting 
out the season either. The former 
high school and college athlete 
will be demonstrating his exper- 
tise from the sidelines of a family 
medical practice. 

As a family practitioner with a 
background in sports medicine, 
Dr. Solomon can make valuable 
contributions to just about any 
team. Proper medical care is criti- 
cal to the success and safety of all 
athletes. This may be especially 
true for the young athletes now 
gearing up for the fall sports sea- 
son at school. 

Some of the most hazardous 
sports, such as football and soc- 
cer, come up in the fall, noted Dr. 
Solomon, who recently joined the 
medical staff of Winchester 
Hospital. Injuries are more com- 
mon among athletes who partici- 
pate in contact sports. He is quick 
to point out, however, that people 
who participate in non-contact 
sports, such as tennis and swim- 
ming, should also be aware of 
potential hazards. 

"Many sports injuries are 
attributed to over use," he 


Clint noted that law enforce- 
ment on the highways of 
Tennessee is much stricter than in 
Massachusetts. There flagrant 
motor vehicle violators might find 
tnemselves spending a night in 
jail. “I could uproot a hundred 
thousand people from Boston, put 
them in Tennessee, and ninety 
thousand of them would end up in 
jail,” he said.

explained, "Inflammation, such as 
Tendonitis, for example, often 
results when athletes do too much 
too soon.

In addition, athletes can pre- 
pare for an upcoming season by 
starting a conditioning program 
that includes stretching exercises. 
"Conditioning is very important, 
but you should do it as part of a 
program and not on your own," 
Dr. Solomon advised. "You 
should adhere to the techniques 
and skills taught by your trainers 
and coaches."

But even athletes who heed 
this advice and are in top physical 
condition are occasionally side- 
lined for injury. When this occurs, 
it may be necessary for a physi- 


cian to determine the seriousness 
of the problem. "Sports injuries 
should always be attended to 
immediately, when they occur," he 
said, 

Often the athlete will be seen 
by a family practitioner, such as 
Dr. Solomon, who is trained to 
diagnose and treat most sports 
injuries. If jf is necessary for the 
athlete to see a specialist, the fam- 
ily practitioner will make the 
proper referral.

CONCORD MUSEUM 
OPENS NEW WING 

A new chapter in the history of 
Concord will unfold as The 
Concord Museum opens a greatly 
expanded museum to the public. 
The Concord’ Museum undertook 
this major construction and reno- 
vation project, installing climate 
control throughout the new and 
existing buildings, in response to 
rapidly increasing demands for

Recreational anglers through- 
out the Northeast got some good 
news this spring as projects 
underway by the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service and cooperating. 
state fisheries agencies have pro- 
duced some exciting results. 

A record return of Atlantic 
salmon in the Merrimack River, 
some 317 fish by mid-July, has 
provided State and Federal fish- 
eries biologists with considerable 
optimism about the success of 
their fry stocking program, 
according to Larry Stolte, 
Merrimack River Coordinator for 
the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service. 

“About 80 percent of the adult 
returns are from fry )30-day-old 
inch-long fish)," says Stolte, 
“which makes them virtually wild 
fish and this makes us pretty 
happy about how that particular 
plan is working. But we need 
more study on these fish -- espe- 
cially age studies -- to determine 
when they were stocked." 

The Merrimack River salmon 
restoration plan -- which involves 
the six agencies from Massa- 
chusetts, New Hampshire and the 
Federal Government in a coopera- 
live project -- differs from other 
salmon programs in the Northeast 
(most notably the Connecticut and 
Penobscott) is that it places 
greater emphasis on the stocking 
of 1" fry as opposed to smolt, 
which are hatchery reared until 
they are actually ready to begin 
their down-river migration to the 
sea. These fish are about a year 
old and about 6-9" in length. 

The particular emphasis on fry

stocking in the i , which 
involves the planting of some 
three million tiny fish each year, 
is due primarily to the success of 
the fry development program at 
State and Federal hatcheries in 
New Hampshire and 
Massachusetts that provide eggs 
for the project. 

Clearly the present numbers 
indicate some cause for excite- 
ment about the program's success 
in the long term. 

“We expect that there may be 
as many as another 30 to 50 fish 
in the Merrimack estuary trying to 
make a move up-river, but 
because the water levels are so 
low and water temperatures so 
high --'as they are throughout 
New England now -- it may be 
another month or more-before 
they move," Stolte said. "A rain 
freshet in the river would help, 
too." 


"We believe we have lots of 
fish in the ocean," adds Stolte," 
and we are hoping that our returns 
will be even better next year, or at 
Jeast be in the same ballpark. But 
again, we have to study tags 
recovered in the Greenland fish- 
ery to make sure we are correct in 
our assumptions about the poten- 
tial returns for 1992." 


Microtags reco} from cap- 
tures in commercial fishing off 
Greenland are first processed in 
Ireland. The recovered data is 
then sent to Woods Hole, and then 
to biologists in the Concord, New 
Hampshire Office of Fisheries 
Assistance for Stolte and his team 
to review,

Yei 
the rest of the movie is nothing but 
a badly scripted, modern-day west- 
ern played out on choppers. and 
copters. 

Mickey Rourke is Harley 


Davidson and Don Johnson is 
Marlboro, two aging toughs start- 
ing to get world-weary around the 
edges. Both characters are intelli- 
gent, imperfect and intriguing. 
Rourke and Johnson tum in con- 
vincing performances that are 
much more sensitive, and humor- 
ous, than you'd expect. The plot 
may be laughable, but these two 
actors, as well as their neatly tumed 
out characters, are reasons enough 
to see this funky little film. If you 
can take the storyline. 


Screenwriter Don Michael Paul 
gave his film a gritty, edgy feel to 
it. The setting is only four years in 
the future; the country is going to 
pot because of a new-fangled drug 
you absorb through your eyes; 
Burbank California has been com- 
pletely turned into an airport.

Products, There is no denying that 
this is fun stuff. 

But director Simon Wincer, who 
injected such visual appeal into the 
mini-series "Lonesome Dove," 
picked up on these odd hooks and 
went way over the top with them. 
The clone-like bad guys have 
weird, matching leather trench- 
coats, haircuts and suits. They are 
little more than ambulatory man- 
nequins. The good guys, so to 
speak, are sloppy, screwed up and 
very human. Wincer so pounds in 
this point across that the visuals 
become very laughable. 


Wincer may have been trying to 
make up for a seriously mediocre 
storyline that goes nowhere and is 
in a real hurry to get there. It's too 
bad the direction and script weren't 
on a more even keel, as no film can 
sustain itself if there is nothing to 
smooth out the bumps between the 
highs and the lows. But kudos to 
Rourke and Johnson, who have 
more range than anyone would 
have guessed.
